EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Please amend the Abstract on page 37 as follows:

The in-spray glow 
discharge ionization apparatus has a supply port [[(A)]] supplying a fluid containing a 
compound to be measured, a gas blowing port [[(B)]] which surrounds the supply port 
[[(A)]] and which blows a gas exhibiting Penning effect to nebulize the fluid supplied 
from the supply port [[(A)]], a ground-side discharge electrode [[(E)]] provided at a 
generation port [[(C)]] at which the nebulized flow is generated, and a voltage

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-12 and 14-20 allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
applicant's amendment to claim 1 satisfies the requirements of the rejections under 35 
U.S.C. 1 12 second paragraph, and these rejections are withdrawn. The applicant has 
submitted affidavits under 37 C.F.R. 1 .1 32 signed by Shigeru Suzuki, Shinichi Sakai, 
and Akio Yasuhara, who are each listed as co-authors of the Suzuki reference, 
declaring that the ionization method and associated apparatus described on pages 764 
and 765 of Suzuki originated with, or were obtained from, Shigeru Suzuki. The Suzuki 
reference, being published less than a year before the filing date of the present 
application, is therefore no longer considered prior art, as it is not the work of "another." 
All prior art rejections of the present claims were based upon the Suzuki reference, and 
are therefore withdrawn.
